RELIEF WORKS APPEAL. 


BANAGHER HOUSEHOLDERS 
TO CONTRIBUTE MATERIAL. 


The refusa! of the Commissioner administer- 
ing the affairs of King’s County to 
give any help from the local rates in con- 
nection with the Banagher Improvements 
Committee’s scheme to relieve distress and 
provide productive employment in the dis- 
trict was strongly criticised at a _ largely 
attended meeting of Banagher householders 
last Friday night. The following resolution 
was parsed unanimously, copies te be for- 
warded to the Ministry for Local Govern- 
ment and the Commissioner for the county :— 

“ While recognising the many demands 
and difficulties the Government have to 
meet in these times of stress, we beg to 
call attention to the inadequacy of the 
grant from the relief scheme vote of the 
Government, and to earnestly request 
that this amount be considerably in- 
creased. 

““- As immediate. help is very urgent, 
we request that this ‘grant be paid in 
wages, as far as  ersible; and we pledge 
ourselves to contribute material, such as 
cement and gravel, so that work on the 
scheme may be commenced forthwith.” 

A written guarantee to pay for material 
was signed at the meeting by all the house- 
holders present, and it is expected that the 
work of concreting the footpaths wiil be be- 
gun to-day. There are over 120 able-bodied 
men, mostly heads of families, idle in the 
town alone.

CANADIAN CATTLE BOAT AND 
FIVE LINERS CALL. 

Five liners called at Queenstown ey | the 
week-end. ‘These were the White Star liners 
the Doric and the Regina, the Cunarder 
Aurania, the Hamburg-American liner the 
Thuringia, and the United States liner 
President Roosevelt. 

The latter ship made a record turn-round 
at Bremen, remaining in that port only one 


ay. 

Only three hundred passengers were em- 
barked by the four outward-bound liners, a 
marked decrease on that for the same period 
last year. 

The White Star liner Regina, the only 
homeward-bound ship, was due at Queenstown 
at three o'clock this morning to land forty 
passengers and three hundred sacks of mails. 


Both the Hamburg-American liner 
Thuringia and the United States liner 
President Roosevelt landed a number of 


families who are proceeding to Limerick in 
connection with the Shannon scheme. 

The President Roosevelt also landed a Ger- 
man named Kurt Hoffmann, aged 20, who had 
attempted to travel as a stowaway to New 
York. This is his second appearance in 
Queenstown ; for he was BE to Germany 
last November for a similar offence on the 
liner Westphalia. : 

The steamer Ontario, specially chartered by 
the Cánadian Government íor the transporta- 
tion of cattle between Canada and Europe, 
put into Queenstown on Saturday afternoon. 
She had on board 1.100 head of Canadian 
cattle, which were in excellent condition. 
Although the journey from St, John’s to Queens- 
town had occupied fourteen days, and severe 
weather had heen experienced, Only nine of 
the cattle perished.

FORMS OF WEALTH: 


“HOW. PRODUCTION IS 
IMPEDED. 


—- 


- Production of Wealth” was the title of 
a lecture delivered by Mr. William Dinan, 
M.A., ex-President of the Cork Incorporated 
Chamber of Commerce and Shipping, to the 
Cork Literary Society in the Cork School of 
mmerce. 

The wealth of this country, he said, 
depended alone on its output. Four things 

the production of wealth; 


were essential to 

Raw material, labour, capital, and organisa- 
tion. The two latter, working together, con- 
verted the former into forms of wealth, 
Trading between individuals also produced 
wealth, There was a great deal of muddled 
thinking on these subjects, which arose from 
the habit of thinking in terms of money. 
Before the war the wealth of all the citizens 
of the Free State was about £500,000,0y0, but 
this wealth was not composed of money, but 
of factories, railroad, shops, cultivated land, 
houses, and all that went to make up the 
equipment necessary for production. 

REAL OBSTACLES, 

If this wealth were taken from its present 
owners and distributed among the community, 
the latter would still have nothing to live on, 
unless it utilised all this machinery in order 
to turn out the goods it needed. If industry 
was properly organised the output would be 
greatly increased. 

Ignorance always hindered progress, and 
ignorance of elementary economic laws was 
common cnough among the better educated 
classes, but was, unfortunately, far more 
common among the working classes. Pecpic 
who wasted their income on frivolities, such 
as golf, racing, tennis, and dances, restricted 
the production of wealth. Women, well-to-do, 
as well as those lower middle class, wasted 
huge sums on flimsy footwear, expensive 
frocks and coats atid wonderful hats, which 
were cast aside after a few months’ wear, and 
these people gave no return to the badly paid 
farmer, who produced the food they ate. The 
trade unions also restricted the produc: 
tion of wealth, inasmuch as they restricted 


output. The unions of to-day were 
great political forces, seeking to uproot 
social order by extreme propaganda, 


which had a deep and insidious effect on 
the owners of capital, and disturbed and 
frightened them. No man would risk his 
savings with a strong organisation around 
him, whose avowed object was the confisca- 
tion of these savings. Attacks on “ the 
Capitalist system ' were real obstacles to in- 
dustrial expansion. i 

ABSURD CLAIMS. 

The lecturer compared the price of bread 
in London, (94d.) to that in Cork (11d.), 
where the bakers’ union insisted on a wage 
of £4 16s. a week and restricted the output 
of each baker to 12 sacks of flour per week. 
In Belfast the weekly wage was £3, and the 
output per man 22 sacks weekly. The baker 
worked eight hours per day in Belfast, while 
in Cork he worked 5; hours. In Cork the 
workers did not scruple to profiteer at the 
expense of their fellow-workers. -. 

The lecturer referred to the crying need 
for houses in Cork, and said that the pro- 
gress of building better and decent houses 
for workers was retarded because of the re- 
strictions and absurd claims made by the 
unions that controlled the labour and build- 
ing trades, 


TEMPERANCE RALLY IN 
CORK. 


MR. HORGAN DEFENDS 
REPORT OF COMMISSION. 


‘That taxation of drink was one sí the 
greatest preventatives against drunkenness,” 
was the view expressed by Mr. John J. 
Horgan, solicitor, at a temperance rally in the 
Father Mathew Hall, Cork, yesterday, when 
the Rev. Father Sylvester, S.F.C., 
criticised the findings of the Liquor Com- 
mission. 

In the course of his address, Father 
Sylvester said that it was an obvious fact 
that the liquor problem was involved in 
number of issues with which the State was 
directly concerned; national and civic 
efficiency was connected closely with, and 
affected directly by, national sobriety. The 
abuse of alcohol’ was a public menace, and 
its constant use/adversely affected the human 
body. ' The liquor trouble called for the 
Church and State alike to throw in the whole 
weight of their influence at the side of 
sobriety and temperance. 

He criticised the report of the Liquor 
Commission, and quoted facts to show what 


= 


| the Church was doing to combat the evil. 


Several of the recommendations of the Com- 
mission, such as the reduction of 
licences and the hours of opening, were de- 
serving of congratulations, but several others 
were a bitter disappointment to the tem- 
perance organisations. He was convinced 
that if the issue: “ Did the country stand for 
Sunday closing ?’’ were put to a representative 
vote of the people the verdict would be in the 
affirmative. He appealed for a renewed rally 
round the banner of temperance. 

Mr. Horgan said that the Commission was 
perfectly impartial, and the report was not 
a compromise report, It was a common- 
sense report. Prohibition was contrary to 
Catholic teaching. Morality and religion were 
the solutions of such problems. If the tax 
on whiskey were reduced, as was recently 
suggested, it would lead only to increased 
drunkenness in Ireland.

NEED FOR A CENTRAL COUNCIL, 


The question of the setting up of a Central 
Council was discussed at last Saturday's an- 
nual meeting of the Irish Commercial Travel- 
lers’ Association, held in the Central Hotel, 
Dublin. 

e outgoing Chairman, Mr. T. F. Gray, 
gave an assurance that the Committee of the 
Association were giving serious attention to 
the subject. 

The annual report showed an excess of 
£5 17s. 1d. in the receipts over payments and 
a slightly decreased overdraft. £595 was dis- 
bursed during the year in benevolence, and 
there was an increase of 22 in the member- 
ship. On the whole, the hotels frequented by 
their members were giving satisfaction, The 
total receipts for the year were £4,389 
19s. 7d., two-thirds of which they had dis- 
tributed under the head of benevolence. 

Mr. John C. Barrett, the incoming Chair- 
man, who was cordially received, thanked the 
members for the honour they had conferred 
on him in electing him as their President. He 
complimented theirwecretary, Mr. McConville, 
on the admirable manner in which he had 
presented the accounts. Considering the try- 
ing times they had passed through during the 
year, the balance sheet was most satisfactory. 

e impressed on the members the importance 
of seeing that boxes were placed on hotel 
tables which they visited and the prompt pay- 
ment of their subscriptions, which would help 
to reduce the bank overdraft, which was still 


high. 
TEN ASSOCIATIONS, 

With reference to the formation of a 
Centra] Council, the Committee was giving it 
serious consideration, and he believed that 
everything was now looking brighter than a 
year ago. He moved the adoption. of the re- 
port and statement of accounts. 

Mr. Gray seconded. 

Mr. T. P. McMahon (Chairman of the 
Limerick Travellers’ Association) did not 
think the question of the Central Council 
should have been passed over so lightly in 
the report. There were ten Commercial Tra- 
vellers’ Associations operating in Ireland, but, 
beyond circularising them. the members had 
been left in the dark by the parent organisa- 
tion.

WHAT GOVERNMENT DID 
WITH SEIZED CATTLE. 
During the hearing of an action for £260 
for grazing rent on a Roscommon farm, 
heard at Boyle Circuit Court last Friday, 1t 
transpired that no rent was paid during the 
troubled period of 1922-23, and that Free 
State troops, acting on- behalf of the owner 
of the farm, Colonel ‘Raleigh Chichester 
Constable, seized nineteen cattle (value, it 
was said, for £403 10s.), belonging to the 
defendant, Patrick Keher, Glenballythomas. 
When Mr. Fitzgerald Kenny, Barrister-at- 
Law, for the defendant, raised the question 
of comensation, Judge Wakely stated that 
his recollection was that one of the 
emergency statutes passed gave the Govern. 
ment power to seize cattle as a penalty for 
land seizure. Mr. Kenny claimed that the 
seizure was carried out without any statute. 
The defendant, called, admitted that he 
got £81 8s. from the Government since ti 
cattle were seized. With that sum he 

bought some cattle, but they died. 

“The vengeance of God,’ commented Mr. 
MacSherry, who appeared for the plaintiff. 

The defendant protested that he had never 
been told what the Government did with 
his cattle, whereat Judge Wakely said:—‘‘ I 
saw some of them sold, and they were 
bought up like a shot. If these people only 
saw how some people bought them, who 
were pretending to be their friends!” 
(Laughter. ) 

The Judge amended the claim to trespass, 
and gave a decree for £170, with a stay of 
execution to the 5th April next.

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ST, PATRICK’S DAY

An tAth Sabhail, CL, and Aghuistin 
O hAodha, Presidents of North and South 
Dublin Cumainn Ceanntair, represented the 
Dublin Gaelic League; Mr, L. O'Toole, Sec- 
retary, and General Eoin O Dubhthaigh re- 

resented the Executive Council of the 
+.A.A.; Mr. George Hughes, Secretary, and 
Mr. J. Corrigan represented the Irish 
National Bands Association. A message was 
received from Miss Somers, Secretary of the 
D,1.D.A, regretting her inability to attend, 
but promising the hearty co-operation of the 
Association. 

An tAth Sabhail said that his object in 
thus calling them together was to see how 
far they could combine all the elements of 
Irish Ireland in the city, so as to render 
an account of themselves in proportion to 
their strength and numbers, and so promote 
their mutual welfare. At present, he said, 
there was a slum , a sort of dry rot, in every- 
thing national. hy it was high time that 
all who deprecated this state of thinga and 
desired that Irish nationality assert itself 
should be invited to come together and co- 
operate in the interests of the country. At 
least all the associations represented at that 


conference could, and ought to, work 
together. He thought they could conceive 
no more fitting or better way, both to 


initiate that co-operation and to celebrate the 
approaching national festival of St. Patrick's 
Day, than by making a big national denon- 
stration of the various associations interested 
in Irish Ireland. 

The other members heartily acquiesced in 
all that An tAth Sabhail said, and there and 
then gave assurance that their respective 
Associations would vie with each other in 
promoting the success of the Union, and par- 
ticularly of the St. Patrick’s Day project. 

After a discussion it was agreed that a 
monster procession should be formed, start- 
ing from St. Stephen’s Green, where the 
various Gaelic League branches, G.A.A. 
clubs, operatives in Irish industries and the 
bands of the city should converge and march 
‘> Croke Park, and that invitations should 
be issued to other non-political bodies to par- 
ticipate.

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| SPEECH TRAINING AND 
VERSE SPEAKING. 


— 


TEACHING CHILDREN TO 
UNDERSTAND POETRY. 

At a lecture on ‘‘ Speech Training and 
Verse Speaking ” given in Alexandra College, 
Dublin, last Saturday, under the auspices of 
the Central Association of Irish School- 
mistresses, Miss M. Gullan gave some very 
beautiful renderings of poems by Shelley, 
Keats, Worfsworth, and others, in illustra- 
tion of her theories of how children should be 
taught to understand and love poetry. 

Both Keats and Wordsworth, she said, 
spoke of the healing and renewing power of 
poetry. It could show them the real signifi- 
cance that lay behind everyday things. If 
mankind was to pursue external things alone 
he would suffocate under the mass of them, 
the flame within him would die from lack 
of nourishment. He must have poetic vision. 

The business man might laugh at the word 
vision, but what about the factories, bridges 
and scientific discoveries, which would never 
have been made but for someone’s vision? 
They could not make use of the great mass of 
material round about them unless they had 
the power within them to make right use of 
it 


MEANING OF POET’S MOOD. 

Image making, the speaker said, was con- 
stantly going on in the adult mind. It was 
their duty to teach the young the delight that 
could be got from poetry and the images it 
conjured up; make poetry a living thing to 
them. In Scotland the great ballads were 
hardly heard for two hundred years; re- 
form had done great harm to poetry. The 
tradition was there, and, if it could be re- 
captured. it was the greatest inheritance in 
the world. 

Speaking of classes held for both children 
and adults in Glasgow, Miss Gullan outlined 
her methods for fitting the pupils to appre- 
ciate poetry. The first thing necessary was 
to find something of the meaning of the poet's 
mood, to grasp the rhythm, which was the 
life-blood of poetry; to realise the relation of 
poetry to music. Narrative poetry, such as 
Hiawatha and the Pied Piper, vas a tre- 
mendous help to children. In teaching it 
was well to lead them to make their own dis- 
coveries about rhythm and inflection. Begin 
from inside, Miss Gullan said, and recreate 
their attitude of mind towards things. Suc- 
cessful attempts had also been made in the 


Glasgow classes to train verse speaking 
choirs. i

ILLEGAL PAYMENTS. 


CLARE BODY AND OATH OF 
ALLEGIANCE. 

‘two sharply-worded letters were read at a 
meeting last Saturday of the County Clare 
Committee of Agriculture and Technical In- 
struction. 

The first related to the failure of the six 
whole-time Irish teachers in the employment 
of the Technical Committee to sign the de- 
claration of allegiance. The Department 
wrote that, in view of this circumstance, the 
re-appointment of the teachers for the current 
academic year was invalid and without effect. 
The payments of salary and bonus made to 
them since the Ist August last were, there- 
fore, illega] payments, and the members of 
the Committee who authorised the payments 
were now surchargeable for the amounts. No 
further payments could be made to those 
teachers until the Committee had regularised 
the position. 

‘The second letter from the Department 
related to the stoppage of travelling and sub. 
sistence allowances hitherto paid to the 
county instructors. The Committee, as a 
measure of economy, stopped thoge allowances 
on the ground that the teachers and in- 
structors had gross salaries varying from £4 
to £7 per week, and that, as most of them 
worked only twenty hours a week for about 
six months of the year, they were adequately 
paid. ‘The Department now pointed out this 
stoppage was a breach of contract with the 
officers concerned, and stated that, if the 
Committee persisted in it, the Department 
would have no option but to suspend forth- 
with the payments of grants in aid of county 
schemes. Should this step have to be taken, 
the Committee would become liable for the 
payment of compensation to whole-time pen- 
sionable officers, and also to applicants who 
had been selected to keep premium bulls, 
boars, poultry stations, horticultural plots, 
etc. aoe 

After a long discussion, the Technical Com- 
mittee reaffirmed the appointments of the 
Irish teachers, but made no recommendation 
as to the declaration ol allegiance, which was 
left to the teachers to decide as they thought 
fit. On the motion of Mr. Sean O'Grady, a 
resolution was passed protesting against the 
imposition of “a political test on applicants 
for positions under local ptablic bodies.’’: 

In connection with the travelling allow- 
ances for instructors, a motion was adopted 
fixing a flat rate of 3d. a mile for any 
travelling necessitated by their duties. The 
instructors present refused to accept a lump 
sum of £40 per annum in lieu of those allow. 
ances, and gave it to be understood that they 
would expect payment at the rate of 6d. per 
mile when they had to use a motor car,

Harris Tweeds. 


The Harris tweed industry in the 
Hebrides, organised on a modern indus- 
trial basis by the late Viscount Lever- 
hulme, languished and seemed likely to be 
abandoned after his death. A local factor 
now has purchased the mills and proposes 
to set them busily to work forthwith. 
Lord Leverhulme erected carding and 
spinning mills at Tarbert, in which the 
most modern machinery was installed; but 
the island folk failed to co-operate with 
the commercial concern which was 
designed to help them. The manufacture 
of homespuns has four stages. The first, 
called “breaking,” is concerned with the 
elementary preparation of rough wool. 
The second, ‘‘carding,” is familiar to 
every traveller in the home-spinning dis- 
tricts who has seen the women combing 
the broken wool into threads with metal 
teeth mounted on wooden “ cards.’’ There is 
no gain visible in the finished tweed from 
breaking and carding being done by hand, 
and if these stages were done universally 
by machinery, the home-spinning industry 
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to develop coarse fleeces through sheer 
indifference to the value of a well-groomed 
wool. 


A Poor Man’s Paradise. 


A year ago Mr. Frank Riche, a corre- 
spondent of the Sunday Times, asked 
where. a family of three could live in a iry 
climate and in reasonable comfort on an 
income of £200 a vear. He was recom- 
mended to go to Rothenburg, a beautiful 
little town on the. borders of Bavaria and 
Wirtemberg. There, amid medieval 
architecture, the homely South Germans 
live a life that dwellers in Ireland wel] 
may envy. The stranger among them 
found that a family of three could live 
comfortably on £3 a week, bare food and 
lodging costing less than £2 10s. a week. 
Butter costs 1s. ód. a lb.; bread—which 
fell at the same time that it rose in Eng- 
land and Ireland—6d. for 3ibs., and milk 
less than. 2d. a pint. The best cuts of 
pork and veal cost ls. 24d. a lb.; beef 
1s. a lb,, and potatoes ós. 6d. a cwt. Tea 
and coffee are expensive, but good wine 
costs less than 1s. and beer less than 6d. 
a-litre. Tobacco is sold at 9d. a ]b., and 
excellent. cigars at 2d. apiece. Amuse- 
ments are plentiful and cheap. Various 
clubs organise dances, fancy-dress balls, 
and theatricals, and are generous in 
issuing invitations, at a charge of less 
than 2s. a head for admission. Cafés, 
which offer music and dancing, allow their 
patrons to sit an evening over a cup of 
coffee or a glass of beer, spending only a 
mark or two. Clothes are dear, but 
children receive the excellent education on 
which Germany sets such high score with- 
out charge.

A COMPARISON. 

Sir Thomas Beecham’s conducting was 
fascinating. It is impossible not to compare 
him with the only other conductor who has 
come to us in recent years. Briefly, one may 
say that Sir Hamilton Harty lives with the 
Halle Orchestra: Sir-Thomas Beecham imposes 
himself on the London Symphony Orchestra 
Both have their will with their forces. 

In the Weber Overture it seemed as if the 
conductor had no great interest, and the 
orchestra had not yet warmed to its work. 
The Beethoven Symphony. however, was 
another matter. It had been substituted, at 
the last moment, for the Tschaikowsky Suite 
that was in the programme. Whatever regret 
there mav have been concerning the change 
soon vanished; for Sir Thomas Beecham’s 
handling of the Symphony was a most exciting 
piece of virtuosity in conducting. He made 
us understand how the Second Symphony must 
have stirred the Viennese musical public at 
the time of its production. Leoking back 
on Beethoven’s symphonic output, it is easy 
to fall into the way of regarding the Second 
Symphony as of . merely passing interest 
between the First, in which the Mozartian 
basis is still prominent, and the Third, in 
which Beethoven is definitely the hewer of 
a new scope for the symphonic form. Sir 
Thomas Beecham revealed the Second as 
something positive in itself, and we wanted 
to bg as excited as the Viennese audience 
must have been at the beginning of the 
nineteenth century. 

It is impossible, of course, to relate what 
the conductor did with the music phrase by 
phrase, or even movement by movement: 
one can say only that he gave the whole 
body the breath of life, so that its very 
finger-tips, as it were, took on the pinkness 
of life, and a joyous vitality surged through 
all its members. To have realised the more 
intimate qualities of this symphony with 
such understanding was no less an achieve- 
ment, one felt, than that always recognised 
in the securing of ample expression of the 
noble spaciousness of the Ninth Symphony. 
After this, one could understand at once 
how imposingly Sir Thomas Beecham per- 
suaded the world, fifteen or twenty years 
ago, that Mozart’s music required more than 
a petting kind of patronage: for it is to 
Sir Thomas that. the present general appre- 
ciation of Mozart is due. 

SURE GUIDANCE. 

For the rest, we were content to “ eat out 
of his hand,” and to be sure that the music 
was being delivered with the greatest pos- 
sible point—though nothing stood up as 
over-pointed. Sir Thomas seldom looked at 
the score in front of him: he knew exactly 
what he wanted to do with the music, and 
how much guidance the orchsetra wanted. 
In the Rimsky-Korsakoff selection he simply 
gave the word “' Go,” and let the orchestra 
carry on. In other music he swaved it with 
expressive gestures of his arms and hands. 
He left the baton down after the Weber 
overture. His guidance was sure and effec- 
tive: he was a regular general, marshalling 
to certain issues the instrumental tone-masses 
produced by his seventy players. Indeed, 
in a frivolous moment, one might describe 
Sir Thomas Beecham in action as a spectacle. 
In stature he is vast, in manner grandiose. 
The chuckle at the something pompous about 
him soon goes, however, when he takes the 
music in hand and spreads it before the 
audience in all its splendour. 

The “ Tannhauser ” music was interesting 
in that the version played was the original, 
which is more than twice as. long as the 
revised version now used in opera perform- 
ances. The Delius music was very beautiful. 
It is quietly meditative, and it makes use 
chiefly of all the lusciousness of string tone. 
Virtually the only notes for the wind are 
those of the ‘‘ cuckoo call,” given to the 
clarinet. ‘The music brought the peaceful- 
ness of the English countryside: a “ Vale of 
Dedham ” in sound. 

The Liszt Rhapsody. was great fun. Sir 
Thomas Beecham had its thunders well in 
hand, but he shook them mightily. Though 
not in itself more admirable than what had 
gone before, it seemed to clinch impressions 
of the brilliance of the orchestra and the 
conductor’s mastery. 

Coloratura singing seemed out of place 
among the orchestral music, and, in the 
circumstances, Mdlle. Paikin’s performances 
left one cold.- She sounded agile in songs 
of the kind usually chosen for the display 
of vocal agility, and the voice was fresh and 
sweet,

BANAGHL, Saturday. 

The floods in the Banagtr district had 
subsided a few inches on las#riday, but they 
are on the “increase again t@ay.

bottle containing ether during an operation 
at Mansfield (Nottingham) Hospital last 
Saturday, an explosion occurred through 
fumes extending to a fire fourteen feet 
away, and the ward was soon in flames. 

Two patients jumped from their beds 
and escaped, but Albert Green, a young 
miner, who was under 'an anesthetic at 
the time, has died. 

Two doctors and a nurse dragged the 
bed to the door, and the fire was soon 
put out. The surgeon’s boots were almost 
burnt off his feet. 


It appears that the man, Green, was to 
undergo an operation for poisoning in the 
arm, and he was under the anesthetic when 
the operating surgeon, Dr. Reay, requested 
the sister to fetch him another instrument. 
As she turned to do so, her dress caught a 
bottle of ether. This broke on the stone 
floor, and the ether fumes were ignited by 
the fire in the ward. 

Instantly the ward was full of flames, and 
two patients, who were in the convalescent 
stage, managed to escape without assistance. 

Dr. Reay, the house surgeon, and Dr. 
McLean, the hospital physician, realising the 
seriousness of the situation, attempted to 
beat out the flames with some overalls, but, 
finding that they were not making much 
headway in this direction, they dragged the 
hed on which the patient, Green, was lying 
to the door of the ward. 

All this time the flames were threatening 
to do considerable damage to the building. 
Dr. Reay dashed out of the ward, and, 
securing a fire hose in the corridor, turned 
the peped on the fire, which was soon sub- 

ued. 

The patient under “the anesthetic was 
burned about the head face and arms. He 
lived until yesterday, but the doctors’ opinion 
is that death was due to blood-poisoning, and 
not to the injuries sustained in the fire.

DUBLIN FOG-BOUND. 
SUSPENSION OF STREET 
TRAFFIC, 


-- 


A fog of great density—the worst experi- 
enced within living memory—enveloped the 
whole City of Dublin and its suburbs on 
Saturday night. 

Four men missed their way in the vicinity 
of Eden quay and walked into the Liffey ; 
one of them, Patrick Carolan, of St. Mar- 
paret’s place, Dublin, lost his life, the others 
being saved. 

Several accidents of a more or less -serious 
character, due to collisions between pedes- 
trians and cyclists occurred in the streets, 
some of them necessitating hospital treat- 
ment, 

Shipping was also interfered with, and the 
Liverpool steamer, which was to have sailed 
at 8.50, did not put to sea until after mid- 
night. 

Between the hours of ten and twelve 
o'clock the fog had increased in density % 
such an extent that traffic of almost every 
kind had to be suspended, the exception 
being tramway cars, which, in the busiest 
centre of the city, had to proceed '' dead 
slow,” and with the greatest caution. 
Pedestrians, motorists, cyclists and cab- 
drivers ran the greatest risk in moving about 
at all. ‘ 

People on leaving theatres and picture 
houses suddenly found themselves in a thick 
grey cloud-like atmosphere, and it was with 
the greatest difficulty that they discovered 
what way to turn in order to get: home. The 
farthest distance it was possible to see at 
that time—between 10.30 and 11 o’clock— 
was a bare yard or so, and, as the people 
moved slowly towards their tram or ‘bus 
terminus collisions with fellow-pedestrians 
was frequent, and sometimes very unpleasant. 
The. din created by the continuous sounding 
of the gongs of tramcars, which could not be 
seen even from the _ side-paths,; added 
to the excitement and uneasiness of 
the people. The arc lights in the streets 
were powerless against the fog—in fact, even 
in the vicinity of these lamps the light shown 
seemed little more than that which would be 
given by a penny candle. 

AT NELSON PILLAR. 

Around Nelson Pillar, where thousands of 
people who had spent the evening in a 
theatre or at some other place of entertainment 
had gathered to await their cars, the greatest 
danger existed. Anxious to board their cars, 
but unable to,see them from the footway, 
many people had narrow escapes from being 
run down by passitlg motor cars when at- 
tempting to cross the roadway. At times the 
motor traffic was altogether “ held up.” but 
even with this precaution pedestrians leaving 
the footpath to get to their trams frequently 
bumped right into cars which it was impos- 
sible to see at a distance of a few feet. 

In Jess congested areas things were not so 
bad, but until after midnight people in the 
city ran much risk of accident. In several 
cases people resident outside the city, who 
were spending the evening in town with 
friends, attempted to get home about eleven 
o'clock, but rather than risk the danger they 
returned to their friends, or stopped in hotels 
till the fog had lifted. : ce i) 

The fog was most dense in the vicinity of 
the River Liffey, and from the quay-side the 
water was hardly discernible. It was here 
that the most serious accidents occurred.

‘MR. O’NEILL TO TAKE SEAT 
‘WHEN PARLIAMENT OPENS,

At a Nationalist convention at the 
Parochial Hall, Castlewellan, County Down, 
vesterday, a resolution was adopted na 
the local representative, Mr. P. O'Neill, M.P., 
to take his seat in the Northern Parliament, 
“as no useful purpose could be served by 
Nationalist members remaining away.” 

The Rev. J. F. O'Hare, P.P., Banbridge, 
who presided, said that the convention was 
summoned at the instance of Mr. O'Neill, to 
consider whether or not he should take his 
seat in the Northern Parliament, ‘The chair- 
man explained the circumstances that led up 
te the abstention policy. 

In Parliament Mr. O'Neill could demand for 
the minority those rights of citizenship of 
the Commonwealth to which they were 
entitled. He could advocate those reforms 
that were necessary and et to adjust the 
proportion of power and privilege between all 
classes of the Ulster community. He could 
also use his influence to extend a spirit of 
good-will between the Ulster people and 
between Northern Ireland and the Free State. 
It was only through their public representa- 
tive that the people could have their voice 
broadcast. 

What, asked Father O’Hare, was the alter- 
aative policy of those who would advocate 
abstention? Was it to drift along as they 
had been doing, without any organisation, 
without direction, or unity of purpose and 
action? Should they wait for a new boundary 
commission, or continue to put their faith in 
the promises of the Free State? 

If Northern Ireland Nationalists were to 
learn any lesson from the disastrous ex- 
perience of the past ten vears it should he 
the necessity of self-reliance. They had been 
made the hazard of a political gamble, with- 
out having their wishes consulted or their 
interests safeguarded. They had been put 
in the public market without a word of 
apology, and, in his opinion, it was not to 
the gymnasts of the Free State Cabinet that 
they were to look for redemption, but to 
themselves, and to the inevitable recognition 
of even-handed justice as a necessary factor 
in the progress of peace in the Northern 
provinces. 

Therefore, he cominended to them the con- 
sideration of the following resolution :— 

“That this convention of County Down 
Nationalists are satisfied that no useful 
purpose can be served by the Nationalist 
members remaining away from_ the 
Northern Parliament; and request their 
member, Mr. O'Neill, to take his seat 
when Parliament opens.” 

Mr. O'Neill, in the course of a long address, 

id that if it was the’ wish of the convention 
hé would enter the Parliament. 

Speaking of the Boundary Commission, he 
stated that after taking three years to set up 
the Commission, and after spending a year, cr 
so, in the taking of evidence, the whole thing 
had resulted, not in the appearance of a 
report, but of an agreement by which they 
were handed over to their hereditary enemies. 

The Free State benefited tothe extent of 
£5,000,000 as a result of the bargain. 

It was for the convention to say what 
their future policy was to be. It would be 
folly. to sit idly by and allow their repre- 
sentatives’ rights and privileges to be filched 
away from them without opposition or protest ; 
and the only place.in which they could do 
anything was the legislative assembly of the 
Belfast Parliament. ;

EASY TO GET. 

It is easier to obtain liquor in New York 
and Chicago at any moment of the day than 
in London during the hours of restrictions. 
Yet, there is not, the faintest sign that the 
Prohibitionists are yet ready to assume re- 
sponsibility for the cost and consequences of 
an honest attempt to impose the law. 

This situation, in which the prestige of the 
Federal Government is steadily declining, 
will be prolonged as long as the “drvs” are 
able to prolong it, for they believe it safer to 
wait in the hope that resistance to the law 
will, little by little, languish. 

The only hope for some ultimate and 
necessary test whether the law should be 
enforced or modified lies in a campaign by

PRICES SCANDAL, 


GOVERNMENT TRIBUNAL 
ON ~ PROFITEERLNG.”

The scandal of high food and drink prices 
in the Saorstat is to be investigated again 
by a Government tribunal; this time, it is 
hoped, with beneficial results ‘to the con- 
sumer. i 

The Dail and the Senate, by special 
resolution, have authorised the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce to set up a Com- 
mission, with full powers to compel the 
attendance of witnesses, the production of 
documentary evidence, and to judge for itself 
what are the ‘‘ essential commodities ” in 
which overcharging is alleged to take place. 
It is expected that when the Dail assembles 
next week the terms of reference will be 
announced, as well as the personnel of the 
tribunal. 


Among those who have been asked to 
serve on the tribunal are:—Mr. RS, L. 
Brown. K.C., who will, it is stated, be 
chairman: Major Bryan Cooper, T.D.; Mr. 


R. A. Butler, Co. Dublin; Senator 1. Farren, 
Professor J. Busteed, University College, 
Cork; and Senator Sir John Keane. Senator 
Mrs. Costello and Mrs Blythe, wife of the 
Minister for Finance, have also been asked 
to act. 

Other members may be added to the list by 
the Executive Council when it gives final 
approval to the membership of the Tribunal. 

The Tribunal will begin its work as soon as 
it is established, and evidence on behalf of 
consumers, retailers and producers alike will 
be heard, not only in Dublin, but at a number 
of the larger centres throughout the country. 

The motion authorising the establishment 
of the Tribunal gives power to deal with 
‘‘the retail prices, and wholesale prices if 
necessary, of articles of general consumption, 
and practical methods of effecting reductions 
therein, with special regard to the difference 
between the prices received by producers or 
importers and the prices paid by consumers.” 
Speaking in~ support of the motion, Mr. 
McGilligan said that the Tribunal would be 
established under the Tribunals of Inquiry 
(Evidence) Act, 1921, “with powers to 
summon witnesses and to examine them on 
oath and to require the production of docu- 
ments.’’ 

The articles of general consumption in 
which “ profiteering ” is alleged to take place 
are not definitely stated, but the Tribunal 
itself will have very wide powers of choice in 
this regard. It is probable that its work will 
be carried out on the lines of the British Food 
Cemmission, and that the prices of two of the 
staple articles in daily use by almost every- 
body—bread and meat—will first be investi- 


gated. i 

Mr. McGilligan, though. he introduced the

“ I do not despair of getting from this Tri- 
bunal some indication as to a practical 
method for a reduction in prices..

Mr. Boylston Beale represented the 
American Ambassador in the party which 
travelled from London. A number of 


passengers also journeyed by the special train 
in order to join the boat for New York. 

Among the visitors was Lord Apsley, M.P., 
President of the United Kingdom Pilots’ 
Association, who presented an ebony walking- 
stick to Captain Fried on behalf of the 
Southampton pilots. On the stick was an 
inscription recording the heroic services 
rendered by the officers and men of the 
Roosevelt. 

THE KING'S REGRET 

Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister said that he was 
commanded by the King to express to Captain 
Fried His Majesty’s regret that the short stay 
of the ship at Southampton did not permit of 
his seeing the captain in London and 
personally thanking him and his crew for 
their gallant services. The rescue had seized 
the imagination and earned the gratitude of 
the whole British race. (Applause.) It had 
already taken its place in the annals of the 
sea as one of the epics of the service. 

Sir Philip spoke of, what was owed to 
Captain Fried himself—for his immediate 
answer to the call, the daring and fine sea- 
manship with which he manceuvred his ship 
close to the Antinoe, the determination with 
which he held on and found her again when 
she was lost, the untiring ingenuity displayed 
in devising one attempt after another, and 
last, but not least (and of this Captain Fried 
had never spoken), the force of his own 
example. 

He paid individual tributes to the officers 
and members of the crew of the President 
Roosevelt, and declared: ‘* All are on the rol 
of nonour, the living and the dead.” ‘The 
services which Captain’ Fried and his crew 
had rendered had done more than, perhaps, 
anyone realised to cement the friendship and 
the lasting ties between the two nations. 

Chief Officer Miller spoke warmly of ‘the 
pluck of the captain and crew of the Antinoe. 
‘They proved themselves to be men who 
or do for others all we did for them,” he 
said. 


HONOUR TO THE DEAD. 

There was an unexpected little ceremony 
at this stage, when Captain Tose, of the 
Antinoe, handed a cheque for £327 to 
Captain Fried. The cheque represented the 
sum of money which had been contributed 
by listeners-in and sent to the British Broad- 
casting Company after Captain Tose had 
broadcast his experience. Captain Tose in- 
timated to Captain Fried that he wished the 
sum of money to be handed to the appropriate 
authority in America for distribution to the 
relatives of those men who had lost their 
lives in the rescue work. Captain Tose also 
handed personal mementces to Captain Fried, 
Chief Officer Miller. Third Officer Sloan, and 
lonrth Officer Upton. 

Captain Fried, in reply, after relating inci- 
dents of the rescue, said that the locality 
was frequently referred to as ‘‘ The Roaring 
Forties,” and it is well named. While 
honour was due to the men who manned the 
lifeboats, let them not forget those who died, 
and also the helpless men waiting patiently, 
unable to help themselves. 

“The wonderful reception accorded us at 
Queenstown, Plymouth, Cherbourg, and now 
Southampton, where you have taken us by 
storm, makes us feel more keenly the proud 
name our steamer bears. We thank His 
Gracious Majesty the King, his Ministers, 
and the people of Great Britain who have 
accorded us this welcome.” 

The playing by a band of the American and 
British National Anthems concluded the 
memorable proceedings.

OPINIONS DIVIDED. 


ROMBA a Sunday. 

The Advisory Commitiee appointed to in- 
vestigate the activities of the Development 
Department has now reported on the Back 
Bay scheme at Bombay, involving the re- 
clamation of 1,145 acres. The Committee 
was divided, eight members signing the 
majority report and six signing the minority 
report. 

The former point out that the estimated 
cost of filling the area enclosed by the sea 
wall proved, to be seriously at fault. They 
agree that, substantial reduction of debt 


can be @ffécted by completing three of the 
eight\ blocks originally proposed, instead of 
closing down the work, and they make re- 


commendations accordingly. They propose 
that théeonsideration of the question of com- 
pleting the whole scheme should be postponed 
until 1927-28. 

The majority report further expresses the 
view that the Government should have exer- 
cised greater prudence in accepting the esti- 
mate of Sir George Buchanan, K.C.LE., re- 
garding the output of the dredger, which 
did not attain more than 25 per cent. of the 
specific output as actual filling. At the same 
time, Sir George Buchanan was expert ad- 
viser, and the main responsibility must rest 
with him. 

The minority report characterises the Go- 
vernment’s action as a grave scandal, and 
expresses the opinion that the whole re- 
sponsibility rests upon the Government. It 
suggests that counsel should be consulted as 
to liability on the part of Sir George 
Buchanan. 

Furthermore, the minority report recom- 
mends the abolition of the Development 
directorate, and a thorough examination of 
the prospects of completing one: block for 
military parposes, the immediate abandon- 
ment of the rest, and a re-examination of all 
the connected scheme.— (Reuter. ) 


LATE NEWS. 
GERMANY AND THE 
LEAGUE.

AN IMPORTANT STEP. 
Ae —-$£2—. —— 


The Times, in a leading article upon to- 

day’s meeting of the German Cabmet to 
frame a formal application for membership 
of the League of Nations, observes :—The 
significance of the German decision lies in 
the change of attitude towards the League 
which the application connotes. . It is no 
exaggeration to say that the League has 
hitherto been regarded by the majority of 
Germans with profound mistrust. The 
Covenant of the League is an integral part 
of the Treaty of Versailles, a fact which does 
not recommend it to them. Despite the 
early election of Bulgaria and Hungary, it 
has appeared to German eyes as a federation 
of the victors. 
- A premature movement by Germany to- 
wards admission to the League, at its in- 
ception, was abruptly repelled. The League 
decisions in regard to Memel and Upper 
Stlesia disappointed German hopes, and 
drove more firmly into German minds the 
conviction that it was not an impartial body. 
‘The administration of the Saar has provoked 
the repeated protests of the German popula- 
tion. If, therefore, Germany has now made 
up her mind to enter the League, she is pro- 
bably impelled by a variety of motives. It may 
be hoped that the foremost reason is a realisa- 
tion that the League does stand for all that is 
best in the new European order, and that 
even if it has made mistakes, it is the embod?- 
ment of international collaboration and oi 
new methods of open diplomacy. But Ger. 
many can hardly be blamed if, as our Berlin 
messages have shown, she also enters with the 
determination to defend and to assert her 
rights. Nobody should be surprised at her 
desire for self-vindication. 

To the League, itself, the new addition is 
almost as important an event as to Germany. 
So long as Germany and other States of the 
first rank do not belong to it, the League will 
lack that universality which alone can enahle 
it wholly to fulfil its constituted task. ‘ae 
accession of Germany carries it a stage further 
towards universality, but it also intreduces an 
element which, in the past, has been openly 
hostile, and will require the utmost tact and 
goodwill if it is not to place a strain upon the 
concord with which, on the whole, its con- 
stituent members have hitherto worked. 

The conference between the Federal Pre- 
miers and the Government took place in 
Berlin on Saturday, says Zhe Times Berlin 
Correspondent. After a statement by Herr 
Stresemann, some of the Premiers expressed 
the misgivings of their Governments with 
regard to the entry of Germany into the 
League, but, at the conclusion, a unanimous 
resolution was passed to the effect that’ should 
the Government decide upon this step, every- 
thing would be done by the Federal States to 
strengthen Germany's position within the 
League.

MR. BLYTHE STATES THE 
POSITION, 
From Our Reporter. 
MARY BOROUGH, Sunday. 

Speaking at Mountrath to-day in support of 
the Ministerial candidate for Leix-Offaly, Mr. 
I. Blythe, Minister of Finance, said that one 
of the issues to be decided in the by-election 
was whether the electors of Lerx-Offaly were 
to be disfranchised. If they wished to be 
disfranchised they had only to return the 
Republican candidate, who could be of no 
possible service to them. Neither Mr. Art 
O'Connor nor his party had. any power to 
influence what went on in the country, and 
certainly no Government tliat was likely to be 
in the Free State at any time was going to 
pay any attention to the representations of 
the party of duds, soreheads, cranks and 
humbugs which called itself the Republican 
party. 

To some people it might seem unimportant 
whether they had ,rapresentation in the Dail 
or not, but that was a mistaken view-point. 
Governments could not do everything. * There 
were many economic ills that the Government 
could not cure, but, on the other hand, a 
Government always had it in its power to do 
great damage. It might make economic evils 
worse, or, at the verv least, prevent them 
from being cured. If the electors cared 
nothing about who went into the Dail. or 
what Government they had in poweft, they 
might be absolutely certain that the Govern- 
ment would care nothing about them. 

CLAIM TO SUPPORT. 

He claimed that the present Government 
was one which deserved the support of the 
people. He did not claim- that it should 
receive continued support simply because it 
restored order in the country, or because -it 
restored to the people the right to express 
their will through the ballot box, No Govern- 
ment had a right to remain in power simply 
because of something it had done in the past. 
If it could not take on the tasks of the future 
it would deserve to be thrown out. 

So far as the past was concerned, the pre- 
sent Government could claim a record of con- 
struction not surpassed by any Government, 
all the circumstances ‘taken into account. It 
had established the national credit on a basis 
which compared favourably with that of any 
other country, a basis which made it possible 
now to borrow any money they wanted at 
about five and a quarter per cent. There were 


other countries that had to pay six, seven, or 


eight per cent. If the Free State had to pay 
at that rate a scheme like the shannon scheme 
eculd not be carried through, because it would 
not pay the cost of working. 


The Minister gave an account of some 
of the more important legislative enact- 
ments of the last couple of years. 


He mentioned in connection with the Land 
Act that it would require amendment im 
respect of compounded arrears of rent, it

DRAINAGE.

‘Ihe 
same’ number would be employed in the 
coming summer.

New drainage works would, accord 
ingly, be undertaken in the sumier ahead, 
and large areas which were subject to flooding 
at present would be relieved once and for all.

Extern lectures pro- 
vided at University College, Dublin, for 
teachers who wish to qualify in the subject 
have been well attended, and it is known 
that many teachers voluntarily have attended 
holiday courses in England. 

NO LONGER THE CINDERELLA. 

In the secondary schools one important 
change had been effected at a stroke, through 
the operation of the rule that music shail be 
taught only by certified teachers. At many 
schools music was often the. Cinderella of the 
curriculum, and was assigned to teachers 
whose time could not be filled up otherwise. 

Music now is a full subject for the certifi- 
cates. As a consequence—in girls’ schools, 
especially—it is being taken by many of the 
pupils in place of mathematics. There are 
girls’ schools in which every pupil is now 
attending classes in aurai culture, sight-sing- 
ing, and musical appreciation.

RAILWAY WORKERS’ WAGES. 

TO TUE EDITOR OF THE IRISTL TIMES 
Sir,—In view of the lamentable dearth of 
employment in Dublin, it is much te he 
regretted that the directors of the Great 
Southern Railways have been compellett by 
force of. circumstances to dismiss large 
numbers of their emplovés from the Inchicore 
Works. Notwithstanding that the traffic 
receipts have decreased enormously, the 
various’ stafis refuse to accept any reduction 
in their wages. What is the result? 
Hundreds are thrown out of work to enable 
those whose services are retained to enjoy 
their usual rate of remuneration. The latter 
can afford to go to cinemas and music-halls 
while their former companions starve. 
Agricultural labourers earn about Ws. or 
35s. per week, but they give very good value 
for their work as compared with the ordinary 
railway worker. For instance, the railway 
workers at stations between Bray and, Wex- 
ford or Dublin and Clifden have very light 


duties to perform, as the number of trains— 


up and down—are few in number. During 
the. long intervals which occur betweén 
the arrivals of trains the signalmen, porters 
and clerks have nothing to do except to kill 
time by attending to the work on their 
garden plots. There is no continued strain 
either mentally or physically in connection 
with their job as compared with the railway 
workers on the big lines in England. Take a 
signalman at Chester, Crewe or any of the 
large junctions, and contrast the work he has 
to do with that of an Irish main or branch 
line signalman. The workers here seem to 
forget the fact that in England the volume, of 
traffic enables the railway companies there to 
pay good wages; belt, unfortunately, in Ireland 
there is only a small population and very 
few industries, and, with the present com- 
petition occasioned by motor transport, the 
financial position of Irish railways is, to say 
the least, serious. : 
With disaster staring them in the face. the 
railway workers refuse to adopt the suggestion 
regarding a ‘‘cut’’ in wages, and are ap 
parently quite willing that hundreds of their 
idlow-werkeys should be thrown overboard to 
lighten the sinking ship. If the conditions in 
the country were normal, no person would 
object to the rail-workers getting their pre- 
sent rates of pay, but the late wars—at home 
and abroad—have completely transformed the 
old order of things. In Germany and other 
countries the workers recognise the necessity 
for working longer hours and giving an in- 
creased output; but here manufacturers can- 
not compete with cross-Channel rivals owing 
to the high wages demanded by the Irish 
workers.—Yours, etc., ‘‘ InpusTRy.”’

THE LATE MISS HILDEBRAND.

HANDICRAFTS FOR THE YOUNG. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH 'TIMES. 
SIR,—Í read with interest the proposal to 

make school attendance compulsory up to the 

age of sixteen years. A better plan would 

to institute workshops where, during 

the two years between fourteen and sixteen, 
boys and girls might be taught handicrafts, 
such as, for boys, carpentering, lacquer-work, 
French-polishing, soldering, basket-making, 
chair-caning, etc. The girls should be taught 
laundry-work, house-work, cooking, sewing, 
knitting and dress-making. It is lamentable 
at the present time that sewing is so little 
taught in the schools. Ask any Irish girl to 
put a patch in a sheet or darn a stocking, 
and you will be horrified at the work. On 
the Continent girls can sew most beautifully 
and take real pleasure in fine stitchery. 

These things are of immense value, as no 
person need starve if they have some handi- 
craft to fall back on in times of unemploy- 
ment. Another great use of these workshops 
would be that employers would know where 
to go to find workers, and the sale of articles 
made in the workshops would go to pay the 
expenses of running them.—Yours, etc.,
